Replace low performing participants with new recruits 
from prequalified pool (currently evaluating 5 
participants). 


Add an additional 10 participants from prequalified 
pool to bring total program to 35 hunters.

Thursday and two hours on Saturday. Decreases 
overtime and increase cost avoidance.
